Proposed millage 
increase lower than 
expected 

The Governing Board of 
the South Florida Water 
Management District has 
given tentative approval to a 
lower than expected increase 
in the millage rate while 
still providing nearly $22 
million for Everglades 
restoration, according to a 
recently released report 
from the District. 

The decision to lower the 
proposed millage rate from 
1/10 to 1/20 of a mil came at 
4 e public hearing. Saptomber 
-| 8 on the proposed FISCAL 
YEAR '94 budget of $259 
million. Under the new ten- 
tative millage rate of .697 
mils, the average homeown- 
er would pay an additional 
$5 in ad valoreum taxes. 
Previously, the Board had 
considered a millage rate of 
647 mils which would have 
meant a $10 increase to the 
average property owner, 

District Executive Direc- 
tor, Tilford С. Creel said, 
“Although 'I recommended a 
higher millage increase over 
the summer, I also iristruct- 
ed staff to do everything pos- 
#ible to reduce the need for 
ah.jncrease, yet still provide 
the Tequired $21.8 million 
for Everglades restoration. I 
do want to feassure taxpay- 
ers that a dedicated fund 
will be established to. ensure 
that the tax increase will- 
only be used for Everglades 
restoration requirements." 
The Governing Board also 
approved lower pay increas- 
es for the District's 1,517 
employees. Average pay rais- 
es will total 3.5 percent 
instead of the proposed 4.3 
percent. 

Final Governing Board 
adoption of the tentative 
millage rate and budget will 
come at a 5:15 p.m. public 
hearing on September 21.

Political newcomer ousts 
mayor by 23 votes

Voters turned aside 24 years 
of political experience to elect a 
political newcomer in Tuesday's 
city commission race. 

Rodney Clay Connell, 31, a 
furniture store manager, beat 
out Mayor Bill- Bailey by less 
than one percent of the vote. 

Connell said he was not sur- 
prised to win and predicted his 
victory early in the campaign. 
"I'm not surprised. I was very 
confident," he said. 

Mr. Bailey lost the election by 
23 votes, with Mr. Connell tak- 
ing 819 votes to his 796. 

Mr: Bailey, who served on 
the county commission as well 
as the city commission,, said he 
thought he was doing well in 
the race on Tuesday morning, 


but as the day progressed and ' 
he talked to people exiting the 
polls, he began to feel different- 
ly. 

"The people have spoken,” he 
said. 

In the race between Commis- 
sioner J. Stephen Weeks and 
Tammy Gilbert, Weeks 
trounced Gilbert by 616 votes. 

Mr. Weeks will be serving his 
third term. Crate "Happy" 
Tucker al$o beat his opponent, 
Johnny Johnson by 220 votes. 
Mr. Tucker will be going into 
his fourth term on the commis- 
sion. 

City Clerk June Boglioli said 
forty-two percent of the 4,389 
registered voters, turned out 
for Tuesday's election, despite 
intermittent rain during the 
day.

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Three Clewiston men arrested in farm thefts

Sheriff s deputies have arrested three 
men who they say are behind the theft 
of thousands of dollars of farm chemi- 
cals and tools jn remote areas of Palm 
Beach, Martin, Glades, Hendry and Col- 
lier counties. Now, they want to find the 
people who bought the stolen goods. 

Deputíes say it was teamwork that 
helped them catch three Clewiston men 
who are charged with burglary, trespass 
and grand theft. 

Charged are cousins Rodney and 
David Cotton, both 23 and William 
Hicks, also 23. 

The trio are accused of stealing bat- 
teries, hand tools, power tools, welders, 
battery chargers, pumps and herbicides 
from remote farms. Officers say the men 
also damaged barns, shops, storage 
sheds and gates by ramming them with 
the farmer's own equipmerit to gain 
entry. 


The dollar value in theft and damages 
js estimated at $100,000. 

"We had a problem, a major problem," 
said Det. Steve Haller with the Palm 
Beach County Sheriff's Office. "These 
people were organized.” 

Detectives began learning of the 
thefts about the first of July. 

"We started talking to other county 
agencies and found we had a pattern - 
the same truck prints, same footprints,” 
Det. Haller said. 

"We speht a tremendous amount of 
man hours and we got real close a cou- 
ple of times,” he said. "We have slowed 
down a crime wave," ` 

On September 5 at about 2 a.m., Mar- 
tin County detectives and deputies 
responded to a farm shop burglary in 
western Martin County. Information 
from witnesses matched a.description of 
a previously suspected Vehicle. Martin 
County officials called the Palm Beach 
County Sheriff's Office in Belle Glade

and alerted them. 

A truck fitting the description was 
stopped near South Bay September 7 
and in the truck were tools stolen from 
Martin County. A 1980 Chevy truck 
along with approximately $5,000 worth 
of tools and pumps were recovered. 
They were booked into the Belle Glade 
jail on $50,000 bond for. warrants in 
Martin County. 

During questioning the men confessed 
to stealing other items, including ATCs, 
ATVs, tools and chemicals. The items, 
totaling $25,000 in value, were recov- 
ered, and local farmers were notified 
last week to come by and pick up their 
stuff, ; 

"Hendry County didn't get hit as 
hard," said Det. Haller. "Although they 
operated in a 70 mile radius, these 
young men weren't stealing out of their 
own back yard." None of the three 'sus- 
pects have any significant previous 
arrest histories, according to Det.

Palm Beach County Sheriff's officials 
made the arrests and the men were 
transported to Martin County. Charges 
are still pending in Palm Beach County. 

Sgt. John Russ with the Palm Beach 
County Sheriff's Office said the arrests 
will clear up five or six cases locally. 

In addition to the cooperative effort 
between Glades, Hendry, Martin and 
Palm Beach County, Det. Russ said U.S. 
Sugar Corporation's'security personnel 
were very hélpful in the case. £

from U.S. Secretary of Education Richard W. Riley 


„Аз your children head back о: school and you 
count up the cost of new sneakers, jeans and 
book bags, you may be wondering if there is any- 
thing more you can do to get your children ready 
for the school year ahead. You're exhausted from 
the shopping, a little tired of the summer and 
deep down you're looking forward to school start- 
ing again. Anything else? 

Well, yes. I talk to parents all across ss the coun- 
try and find that most of you are worried, frus- 
trated and sometimes just barely coping. The 
question I am always asked is, "How do I know 
whether my child is learning what: he or she 
needs to learn?" It's a question full of anxiety 
and doubt about the real fear that your children 
may not be getting the "leg up" in life they will 
need to get ahead. I hear you. 

For mé, the essence of education comes down 
to values, standards, performance, and maybe — 
what to do about television. So how do we re- 
invent education? Setting challenging national 
education standards is important and we'll get 
that done. It is also important to raise the quali- 
ty of teaching and get a fix on how we can help 
the majority of kids who don't go directly to a 
four-year college to "jump start" their careers. 
We'll make progress on those, too. 

But, ultimately, the improvement of our chil- 
dren's education is also a willingness to slow 


* down the pace of our lives to help our children 


grow. Education starts with values. Most of us 
who have made a go of it in life have gotten 
ahead because we had a Mom, a Dad, a grand- 
parent or a guardian who let us know where 
they stood about our sticking to our studies. 
Here, it is important to point out what may not 
be so obvious -- these values can be stressed to 
children by anybody. A parent doesn't need a 
Ph.D. to make learning a priority in the home. If 
you. haven't made it in life quite the way you 
expected, you can still make sure that your child 
does. A good education can do that. All those sto- 
ries about children from rough or poor neighbor- 
hoods who succeed because a parent insisted

Dear Readers: 

This week I thought that it would be impor- 
tant for me to follow some of my own advice. 
Generally I advocate that people should focus 
more on enjoying or creating positive events in 
their lives. To this end, ‘I would like to-discuss 
what.it takes to maintain a happy, loving rela- 
tionship. 

Whatever initially attracts you to your partner 
is not so important. Love, beauty, money, a need 
for security, or a shot gun (wedding) do not pre- 
dict nor preclude а happy.life together. Cross- 
cultural studies in fact, show that in arranged 
marriages in Japan, the couples are more satis: 
fied with each other, than couples in America 
whe freely select they want to marry! One 
is, is that in arranged mar- 
er expects to take time and 

to get to know their partner and to learn 

to get along. "When the chips are down, they 

to improve the situation, instead of getting 

mad àt the other į person for not making them 
happy. 

When а relationship works, people respect, 
trust, and enjoy each other. Your partner is not 
going to be perfect, or meet all your emotional 
needs. А good relationship is not analogous to 


that they crack the books make a convincing and 
telling point -- drive, determina¢ion and focus 
still come from the family. 

Some folks say that setting high standards is 
unfair. I don't -- if the students, teachers and 
parents work together to reach the higher stan- 
dard. Children who get smart, get smart because 
they study and take tough courses to meet high 
standards. If you get beyond the ditto sheets to 
helping children read novels, create stories, 
tackle real-life math problems and get into the 
excitement of science, they will learn more and 
score higher on tougher tests. It doesn't really 
matter whether they come from high-income 
backgrounds. Setting standards, then, means 
encouraging your child to take the tougher 
course, the tougher teacher. Be careful not to 
"dumb down" your own child...and don't let the 
school system do it either. 

Here is my best advice -- if a parent or parents 
will spend one hour with their children each 
night on their schoolwork this coming year, we 
will transform this nation. ^ ^^ 

Finally, a word about that friendly monster, 
television. Children love "Barney" and that's 
great. And "Beavis and Butthead" is here to stay 
-- of that I am sure. But wouldn't it be refreshing 
if parents got some help from television produc- 
ers and executives? Some rule of proportion 
about violence and a willingness to ask a basic 
gut question: "Is this good for kids or will this 
just sell the product?" 

In the end, I suspect, you'll be on your own 
when it comes to TV. The same little remote con- 
trol button, that.can turn "on" your TV can also 
turn it "off." "Try it, then sit back. You may not 
always win the battle for the remote control but 
that may be where yol'have to start to make the 
process of learning important again. 

Getting our kids back to school ultimately is 
more than a shopping trip for your or for me. It's 
a commitment to the possibility that our chil- 
dren can really have better lives if we all make 
the effort...together and now.
